deeds of the fleſh by the ſpirit: and if herero were added the DoCtrine of Sr, Fobn; 
ſo-abundant- this way in his firſt Epiſtle (whereof I have already made mention) 
I doubt nor, but irc was the Faith of the Church of Rowe that then was, ſo that 
the ſpeech-is unſavoury, and caſting a foul aſperſion on a good thing expreſſed in 
the Scriprures, but as for the point it ſelf, that is included, we refer it to it's

Anſw. Theſe words favour very ill, and reliſh of a careleſs and ungracious 
ſpirit, for howſoever we grant that our acceptation unto juſtification is always in 
and through Chriſt the ſame in God's account, yet this expreſſion imports, that 
though a Man's converſation. be never fo holy.and gracious, yet he can expect 
never the more-manifeſtation of God's kindneſs and'love to him, contrary to 
P/al. 50, ult, To him that orders ba converſation aright, I'will ſhew the ſalvation 
of God, and Fohn 14, 21, It implies Secondly, that though a-Man's converſa- 
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tion be never ſo vile and ſenſual, yet he need not fear nor expeCt any farther ex- 
preſſion of Gad's diſpleaſure and anger to break forth againſt him, or wicthdraw- 
ings of his favoyr from him , contrary to Pſal. 51.8, 11,12, where God 
breaks David's bones for his fin 5 and Fonab't. 4, Fonab was as one caft out.

Ae the Aﬀembly of the Churches had confuted and Sndemned moſt 
of thoſe New Opinions which were ſprung up amongſt us, and Mr, Cor- 
con had in publick view conſented with the reft, yet the Leaders in thoſe Erro- 
neous ways would not give in, bur ſtood ſtill ro maigtain their New Light, 
which they had boaſted of, and that the difference was ſtill as wide as before,viz. 
as great as between Heaven and Hell : Mr,Wheehwright alſo continued his Preach- 
ing after his former manner, and Miſtriſs Zutchifon her wonted Meetings 'and 
Exerciſes, and much offence was ſtill given by her, and others, in going out of 
the Ocdinary Aſſemblies, when Mr. W:/. began any exerciſe; and ſome of the 
Meſſengers of the Church of Boſfom had contemptuouſly withdrawn themſelves 
from rhe General Aſſembly, with profeſſed diſlike of their proceedings, and ma- 
ny Evidences brake forth of their diſcontented and turbulent ſpirits ; it was con- 
ceived by the Magiſtrates, and others of the Countrey, that the means which/had 


4 been uſed proving uneffeCtual, the caſe was now deſperate, and the laſt 'remedy 
, 


was to be applied, and that without farther delay , leſt ir ſhould be'attempted 
to9 late, when fitter opportunity might be offered for their advantage, as they

Secondly, Whereas our dear Brother is cenſured of Sedition,we beſcech your 
Worſhips to conſider, that either the perſon condemned muſt be culpable of 
ſome Seditious FaQt, or his Doin muſt be Seditious, or muſt breed Sedition in 
the hearts of his hearers, or elſe we know not upon what grounds he ſhould be 
Cenfured.

brought forth s and accordingly the next day, the Declaration, the Anſwer, and 
the Reply, were all brought co the Court, and there openly read z which gave ſuch 
farisfaQtion to thoſe which were preſent, as no man ought to object, and ſome 
that were of the adverſe party, and had taken offence at the Law, did openly 
acknowledge memieives tully ſatisfied. |

and agreed ( hc greater part of them) to = the ſame Deputies which the

To which it was anſwered by the Court, *that they had not cenſured his Do-

vegant of Works, and thereupon. declared. them to-be-Enemies-to Chriſt, and 


Antighrifts,and:ſuch Enemies as Herod and Pilaze ; .and# the Seribes and Phariſees,

he had named the parties ; for he was preſent in the Court alittle before, when

laſt ſervice they ſent not a Member, but one or two whom they cared not ta bs 
rid of, and but a few others, and thoſe of the moſt refuſe ſort, and that in ſuch a 
careleſs manner, as gave great diſcouragement-to the Service, not one man of that 
fide accompanying their Paſtor, when he was ſent by the joint conſent of the Court, 
and all the Elders upon-that Expedition, not ſo much as bidding him farewel 
what was the reaſon of this difference ? Why, nothing bur this, Mr,#heelwright 
had taught them that the former Governour, and ſome of the Magiſtrates then 
were friends of Chrift and Free-Grace, bur the preſent were Enemies, &c. An- 
tichriſts, Perſecutors: What was the reaſon that the former Governour never 
ſtirred our, but attended by the Sergeants, with Halberts or Carbines ; but this 
preſent Governour neglected ?' Why, the people were taught to look at this, as 
an Enemy to Chriſt, &c. The ſame difference hath been obſerved in Town-Lots, 
Rates, and in neighbour Mcerings, and almoſt in all Aﬀairs, whereby it is

The next morning he appeared, but long after the hour appointed'; rhe 
Court demanded what he had to alledge, why Sentence ſhould not - proceed a- 
inſt him : He anſwered, that there was no Sedition or Contempt proved againſt 
ith, and whereas he was charged to have ſer forth the Magiſtrates and Miniſters, 
as Enemies to Chriſt, &c. he defir'd it might be ſhewed him in what page or leaf

der a Covenant of works, Mr.VVtheelw, alledged a place in AZat, C: where Chriſt 
ſpeaking againſt the Scribes and Phariſees, no-advantage could they take againſt 


bim, becauſe he did not name them : but it was anſwer'd, they,did not ſpare him 
for that cauſe, for then they would have taken their advantage at other times, 


when he did name them. One or two of the Depuries ſpake in his defence, . but 
it was to ſolittle purpoſe ( being only more out of affeQion to the party, than 
true judgment of the ſtate of the cauſe ). that-the. Court had little regard of it, 
. Mr,V/heelwright being demanded if he had ought elſe to ſpeak, ſaid that there 


was a.double Fallacy in the charge laid upon. him, 1. In that the troubles of 


the Civil State were imputed to him, but as it-was by accident, as it is uſual in 
preaching of the Goſpel. 2. That it was not his S:rmon that was the caufe of 
them, but the Lord Jeſus Chriſt. To which the Court anſwer'd, that it was ap- 


parent he was the Inſtrument of our Troubles, he muſt prove them to be by ſuch.

Court. It is your exerciſe which draws them, and by occaſion thereof, many 
Families are neglefted, and much time loſt, and a great damage comes to the 
Common:-wealth thereby; which we that are betruſted with, as the Fathers of 
the Common-wealth, are not to ſuffer. Divers other Speeches paſled to and fro 
about this matter, the iſſue was, that not being able to bring any rule to juſtifie 
this' her diſordered courſe, ſhe ſaid ſhe walked by the rule of the Apoſtle, Gal. 
which fhe called the rule of the New Creature, but what rule that was, ſhe would 
not, or ſhe could not tell, neither would-ſhe conſent to Jay down her Meet- 
ing except Authority did put them down, and then ſhe might be ſubjeR to Au- 
thority, 

Then the Court laid to her charge,the reproach ſhe had caſt upon the Mini- 
ſters, and Miniſtry in this Country , ſaying, That none of them did Preach the 

Covenant of Free Grace, but My, Cotton, and that they have not the Seal of the 
Spirit, and ſo were- not able. Minifters of the New Teſtament: She denied the 
words, but they were affirmed by divers of: the Miniſters, being defired by rhe 
Court to be preſent for that end. The matter was thus; It being reported a- 
broad, That Miſtriſs #utchiſon did {light them and their Miniſtery in their com- 
mon talk, as if they did Preach nothing but a Covenant of Works, becauſe they 
prefſed much for faith and love, &c. without holding forth ſuch an immediate 


witneſs of the Spirit as ſhe pretended, they adviſed with Maſter Cotron abour ir, . 


and a Mecting was appointed at his Houſe, and ſhe being ſent for, and demand- 
ed the reaſon why ſhe had uſed ſuch Speeches, at firſt ſhe would nor acknowledge 
them ; but being told that they could prove them by witneſſes, and perſwaded ro 
deal freely and truly therein, She ſaid, That the fear of Man was a Snare, 
and therefore (he was glad fhe had this opportunity to open ber Mind , and 
thereupon ſhe told them, that there was a wide difference betwixt Maſter Cotton's 
Miniftery and theirs, and that they could not hold forth a Covenant of Free Grace, 
becauſe they bad not the Seal of the Spirit, and that they were not able Miniſters 

of the New Teſtament, | 
It was near night, ſo the Court brake up, and ſhe was injoyned to appear a- 
gain the next Morning. When ſhe appeared the next day, ſhe objected, thac 
the Miniſters had ſpoken in their own cauſe, and that they ought not to be [n- 
formers and Witneſſes both, and required that they might be Sworn to what 
they had ſpoken: To which rhe Court anſwered , That if it were needſul, an 
Oath ſhould be given them : but becauſe the whole Court ( ina manner Man by 
Man ) did declare themſelves to be fully ſatisfied of the truth of their teſtimonies, 
they being 6 or 7 Men & long approved Godlineſs, and Sincerity in their courſe, 
and for that it was alſo generally obſerved , that thoſe of her party did look 
at 
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at their Miniſtery (for the moſt part) as a way of the Covenant of Works, and 
one had been puniſhed about half a year before, for reporting the like of them. 
The Court did pauſe a while at ir, whereupon ſhe ſaid, That fhe had Mr.Wilſon's 
Notes of that Conference , which were otherwiſe than they had related : the Court 
willed her ro ſhew them, but her Anſwer was, She bad left them at home : where> 
upon Mr, W-:lſon(with the leave of the Court)faid, That if the brought forth his 
Notes, they ſhould find written at the foot of them, That he had not written 
down all that was ſpoken,but being often intertupted,he had omitted divers paſ- 
ſages; .then ſhe appealed ro M:,Cotron, who being called, and deſired to de- 
clare what he remembred of her Speeches, ſaid, "That he remembred onely thar 
which took impreſſion on him, for he was much grieved that ſhe ſhould make 
ſuch compariſon between him and his Brethren, bur yet he took her meaning to 
be onely of a gradual difference, when ſhe ſaid, thar they did not hold forth a 
Covenant of Free Grace, as he did, for ſhe likened them to Chriſt's Diſciples, and 
their Miniſtery, before his Aſcenſion, and before the Holy Ghoſt was come down 
upon them ; and when fhe was asked by ſome of them, Why they could not 
Preach a Covenant of Free-grace ? She made Anſwer, Becauſe they had not the 


© Seal of the Spirit « Upon this the Court wiſhed her to conſider, that Mr, Cortcn 


did in a manner agree with the teſtimony of the reſt of the Elders: and as he 
remembred,onely ſo much as at preſent took moſt impreſſion on himyſo the reſt of- 
the Elders had reaſon ro remember ſome other paſſages, which he ggight nor 
hear,ot not ſo much obſerve as they whom it ſo nearly and properly concerned : 
All this would not fatisfie Miſtriſs Hutchiſon, but ſhe ſtill called ro have- them 
Sworn ; whereupon the Court being weary of the clamour, and that all mouths 
might be ſtopped, —_ three of the Miniſters to take'an Oath, and thereupon 
they confirmed their former teſtimony; | 

Upon this ſhe began to ſpeak her mind, and4o tell of the manner. of God's 
dealing with her, and how he revealed himſelf to her, and made her know

When I was in Old England, I was much troubled at the Conſtitution of the 
Churches there, ſo far, as [| was ready to have joyned to the Separation , where- 
upon I ſet apart a day for humiliation by my ſelf, to ſeck diretion from God , 
and then did God diſcover unto me the unfaichfulneſs of the Churches, and the 
danger of them, and that none of thoſe Miniſters could Preach the Lord 
Jeſus aright, for he had brought to my mind, that in 1 Fobn 4. 3, Every [pi- 
rit that confeſſeth not , that Feſus Chriſt * come in the fleſh, w the Spirit of 
Antichriſt; 1 marvelled what this ſhould mean, for I knew that neither Pro- | 
teſtants nor Papiſts did deny. that Chriſt was come in the fleſb.; And. are the 
| Turks 


Turks then the onely Antichriſts ? Now I had none to open the Scripture to 
me, but the Lord, he muſt be the Prophet, then he brought to my mind another 
* Scripture , He that denies the Teſtament, denies the death of the Teitator ,, from 
whence the Lord did let me ſee,that every one that did not Preach the New-Co- 
venant, denies the death of the Teftlator : then it was revealed to me that the Mi- 
niſters of England were theſe Antichriſts, but I knew not how to bear this, I did 
in my heart riſc up againſt it,then I begged of the Lord that this Atheiſm mighr 
not be in my heart : after I had begged this light, a twelve moneth together, 
at laſt he ler me ſee how I did oppoſe Chriſt Jeſus, 2nd he revealed to me that 
place in Eſa.46,12,13.and from thence ſhewed me the Atheiſm of my own heart, 
and how I did turn in upon a Covenant of Works, and did oppoſe Chriſt Jeſus; 
from which time the Lord did diſcover to me all forts of Minifters,and how they 
taught,and to know what voice I heard, which was the voice of Moſes, which of 
hav Baptift, and which of Chrift ; the voice of my beloved, from the voice of 

rangers ; and thenceforth I was the more careful whom I heard, for after our 
Teacher Mr.Cotron,and my brother Wheelwright were put down,there was none 
in England that 1 durſt hear, Then it pleaſed God to reveal himſelf ro me in thar 
of E[a.30.20. Though the Lord give thee the bread of adverſity,&c. yet thine eyes 
ſhall ſee thy Teachers; after this the Lord carrying Mr. Cotton to New-England 

( at which I was much troubled) it was ——_ to me, that I muſt go thither 
| alſo,and thar there I ſhould be perſecured,and fuſter much trouble.I will give you 
another Scripture, Jer ,4.6. Fear not Facob my ſervant, for I am with thee; I wilt 
make a full end of all the Nations, &c, "Then the Lord did reveal himſelf to me , 
ſitting upon a Throne of Juſtice, and all the World appearing before him , 
and though I muſt come ro New- England, yer I muſt not fear nor be diſtnaied, 
The Lord brought another Scripture to me, Eſa, 8.9. The Lord ſpake ths to me 
with a ſtrong band, and inſtrutted mie, that I ſhould not walk in the way of this 
People, &c. 1 will give you one place more, which the Lord brought ro me by 
immediate Revelations, and that doth concern you all zit is in Dan, 6. When: the 
Preſidents and Princes could find nothing againſt him, becauſe be was faithful, they 
ſought matter againſt him concerning the Law of bis God,to caſt him into the Lions 
den, (o it was revealed to me, that they ſhould plot againſt me, but the Lotd bid 
me not to fear, for he that delivered Dantel, and the Three Children, bis hand 
was not ſhortened. And ſee this Scripture fulfilled this day in mine eyes, there- 
fore take heed what ye go about to do unto me, for you have no power over my 
body, neither can you do me any harm, fos I am in the hands of the Eternal Je- 
hovah my Saviour, I am at his appointment, the bounds of my habitation are caſt 


in Heaven, no farther do eſteem of any mortal Man, than creatures, in his hand; | 


I fear none but the grear Jehovah, which hath foretold me of theſe things ; and

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When ſhe had thus vented her Mind, the Court demanded of her, how the 
expected to be delivered, whether by Miracle as Daniel was ? to which ſhe An- 
ſwered, Tes, by Miracle, as Daniel was : Being farther demanded, How ſhe 
did know that it was God that did reveal theſe things to her, and not Satan ? 
She Anſwered ; How did Abraham know that it was the Voice of God, when 
he commanded bim to-Sacrifice his Son ? | | 
Mr. Cotton being preſent, and defired by the Court to deliver his Judgment 
about Miſtriſs Hutchiſon her Revelarions, anſweredy There be two ſorts of Reve- 
lations, ſome are withour and befides 'Scripture ; thoſe I look at as Satanical , 
and tending to much danger ; other are fuch as the Apoſtle ſpeaks of, Epbeſ. 1. 
where he prayeth for a ſpirit of Revelation to be given them , thoſe are never 
diſpenſed but according to the word of God; though the word Revelatien be 
uncouth , yet in Scripture-ſenſe I think it not lawful fo to expreſs it , and 
whenever it comes, it comes with the Miniſtery of the Word. Being again de- 
fired to expreſs himſelf particularly concerning her Revelations, he demanded of 
her ( by the leave of the Court ) Whether by a Miracle ſhe doth mean a 
Wark beyond the power of Nature, or onely above common Providence 2 for 
if (as you ſay) you expect deliverance from this Court, beyond the power of 


| Nature, then [ ſhould ſuſpect ſuch a Revelation. to be falſe. To this ſhe anſwered, , 


You know when. it comes, God doth not deſcribe the way. Mr, Cotton asked her 
again , Whether ( when ſhe (aid ſhe ſhould be delivered) ſhe meant a delive- 
rance from the Sentence of the Court, or from the Calamity of it ? She anſwer- 


ed, yea, from the Calamity of ir, Miſtriſs Hutchiſon baving thus freely and 


fully diſcovered her ſelf , the Court and all the reſt of the Aﬀſembly ( except 
thoſe of. her own Party) did obſerve a ſpecial Providence of. God, that ( while 
ſhe went abour to cover ſuch offences as were laid to her Charge,by putting mat- 
ters upon proof , and-then quarrelling with the Evidence ) her own Mouth 
ſhould deliver her into the power of the Court, as Guilty of that which all ſuf 
pected her for, but were upt furniſhed with proof ſufficient to proceed againſt 
her; for here ſh: bath manifcfted , that her Opinions and PraQtice- have been 
the cauſe of all our Diſturbances, and that ſhe walked by ſuch a rule as cannot - 
ftand with the Peace of any State ; for ſuch Bottomleſs Revelarions, as either 
came without any word, or without the ſenſe of the Word, (which was framed 
to Humane capacity) if they be allowed in one thing, muſt be admitted a rule , 
in all things ; for they. being above Reaſon and Scripture, they ate not ſubject 
ro control : Again, ſhe hath given a Reaſon why ſhe hath ſo much lighted 
the Faithful Miniſters of Chriſt here, Vſhy ? It was Revealed to her long 
fince in England, that all the Pack of them were Antichriſtians, ſo as the durſt 


. hear none of them, after Mr. Corron and Mr. coor 0 were once gone; for 


they could not Preach Chriſt and the New-Covenant (as ſhe affirms, ) Why, 
bur they did Preach ſomewhat, and if they could not hold forth Chriſt in a 
Covenant of Free-grace, then muſt they _ hold him forth in a Covenant

of works ; then are rhey not able Miniſters of the New" Teſtament , nor ſealed 
by the _ for the ſervants of God,who are come over into New England, do 
not think themſelves more ſpiritual than other of their brethten whom they 
have left behind, nor that they can or do hold forth the Lord Jeſus Chriſt in 
their Miniftry, more truly than he was held forth in England, and ſeeing their 


Miniſtery was a moſt -precious ſweet favour to all the Saints before ſhe came 


hither, it is cafte to diſcern from what fink that ill vapour hath rifen, which 
hath made fo many of her ſeduced party to loarh now the ſmell of thoſe flow- 


ers which they were wont to find ſweetneſs in : yet this is not all ( though it 


be too too vile ) ſhe can fetch a Revelation that ſhall reach the Magiſtrates 
and the whole Court, and the ſucceeding Generations, and ſhe bath Scripture 
for it alſo; Daniel muſt be a Type of Miſtrifs: Hutchiſon, the Lions Den of the 
Court of Juſtice, and the Prefidents and Princes of rhe reyerend Elders here, and 
all muſt fort to this concluſion, ſhe muſt be delivered by Miracle , and all we 
muſt be ruined 5 See the Impudent boldneſs of a Proud Dame, that Atbaliab- 
like makes havock of all that ſtand in the way of her ambitious ſpirit z ſhe had 
boaſted before that her Opinions muſt prevail, neither could ſhe endure a ftop in 
her way, as appeared once upon a flight occaſion, when her reputation, being a 
little touched upon miſtake, yet fo carried, as ſh: could not get the party upon 
that advantage which ſhe expeted, ſhe vented her Impatience with fo fierce 
Speech and Countenance, as one would hardly have ed her to have been an 
Antitype of Daniel, but rather of the Lions after they were let looſe, The like 
Mp in her, when ſhe could not have her will againft her faithful Paſtor 

or his oppoſing her Opinions, as ſhe apprehended ; fo as neither Reaſon, nor 
—_— nor the Judgment and Example of ſuch as the reverenced , could ap- 
peaſe her difpleafure. So that the Court did clearly difcern, . where the Foun- 
tain was of all our Diſtempers , and the Tragedy of Manfter ( to ſuch as had 
a, read it) gave juſt occaſion to fear the danger we were in, ſeeing (by the jade:

fimple a Devil, as managed that buſineſs , 'and therefore he bad the leſs fear 
of him ; but Satan ſeemed to have Commiſſion now to uſe his utmoſt” cunning 
to undermine the Kingdom of Chriſt here ( as the ſame Luther foretold , he 
would do, when he ſhould enterprize any ſuch innovation under the clear 
light of che Goſpel, ) (> as the like hath not been known in former ages, that 
ever ſo many wiſe, ſober, and well-grounded Chriſtians, ſhould ſo ſuddenly be 
ſeduced by the means of a Woman , | to tick +ſo faſt to her, even in ſome 
things wherein the *whole- current of Scripture goeth againſt them, and that 
notwithſtanding that her Opinions.and Praftice have been ſo groſs in ſome 
Particulars, as their knowledge and fincerity would not ſuffer them to approve , 
yet ſuch intereſt hath ſhe gotten in their hearts, as they ſeek Cloaks to cover 
the nakedneſs of ſuch deformities, as in the mean time they are afhimed to be-

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The Court ſaw now an inevitable neceflity torid her away, except we would

| Being farther demanded, how they came ſo many of them, to beſo ſuddenly 
agreed in ſo weighty and doubiful a caſe? He Anſwered, Thar many of them 
being preſent when Mr. Wheelwright was convict of Sedition, they wexe fore 
grieved at it, and ſuddenly ruſhing our of the Court,a ſtrange motion came into 
all their Minds, fo as they ſaid (in a manner altogether) Come let us Petition ; 
and for his part, from that time to this, his Conſcience which then led him to it, 
will not ſuffer him to retract it. $4 | 

The Court pittied him much, and were grieved at his obſtinacy, that when all 


his Arguments -were taken away, he had no defence left, he would yet main- | 


tain a bad cauſe by the light of a deluded Conſcience ; and withal they took 


notice how theſe ungrounded revelations began to work z and what dangerous 
conſequences were like to follow of then, fo many perſons upon 4 5a 
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ſudden motion had no ſcruple to enterprize ſuch a Seditious aQtion, nor can be 
brought by any light of Reaſon or Scriprure, to ſee their errour ; ſo the Court 
( when they ſaw no other remedy) dif-tranchiſed him, and diſcharged him of his 
place, bur allowed him his Quarters Means, 

There were divers who were not preſent when that ſudden Motien,or Reve.- 
fation firſt ſer the Petition on foot, but were drawn in. after,who ſoon found their 
error, and did as treely acknowledge ir, and deſired to have their names pur out: 
of it, which was eaſily granted, and their offence, with a Loving Admonition , 
remitted, Ry ; | 

It had been obſeryed'a good time fince,that ſome of the Leaders of this FaCti- 
on ( by occaſion of new. Diſciples, being inquiſitive about their Tenents) would 
let fall theſe Anſwers, I have many thingy to tell you, but you cannot bear them 
now z and there is a great light to break forth, if Men do not refiſt-it, and you 
ſhall ſce the bottom hereafter's and-one of them reproved the reſt, telling them, 
that they had ſpoiled their cauſe, by being over haſty,and roo open,c-Andnow 
it began to appear, what their meaning were, for after Miſtriſs Hutchiſon had 
diſcovered the Secret , by her Speech in the Court, then others opened their 
Minds, and profefledly maintained theſe Enthuſiaſms as the Oracles of God. 
And that ſuch revelations as Abrabam had to kill his Son, and as Pax/had in the 
Ship,and when be was caught up into the third heaven,&c. were ordinary,ſo that 
Mr. Cotton took notice of the danger of them, and publickly confuted them. in 
diverſe Sermons. Among other like paſſages there was one-that fell out at Mr: 
Wheelw, his farewel to thoſe whom he uſed to Preach- unto at the Mount. 

One of his own Scholars told him openly, That he had Preached Antickri- 
ſtianiſm, and had ſet up a Chriſt againſt a Chriſt ; the ſame party maintain- 
ed immediate Revelations, without any word at all, ſaying, that the free Pro- 
miſes were onely for thoſe under the Law, but we are to look for all our afſu- 
rance by immediate Revelation ; and that in the New Teſtament there are no 


ſigns, no not our Baptiſm , for the Baptiſm of Water is of no uſe to us when + 


once we are Baptized with the Holy Ghoſt -:. he faid alſo, That a Man might be 
adopted and not juſtified, and that every New Creature is as a dead lump, not 


acting at all, but as Chriſt ats in him; and denyed all Inherent Righteouſ- | 


neſs 3 «nd that the Commandments were a dead-Letter. Theſe things were 
ſo groſs, as Mr, Wheehwright could not but contradi&t him. ;. yet he did it fo 
Tenderly, as. might well diſcover his near agreement in the Points, though his 
wiſdom ſerved him to be more referved rill a fitter ſeaſon ;. for that poor Man 
being newly come. on to the profeſſion of Religion, muſt needs learn thoſe 
Points of Mr. Wheelw. or-draw them as neceffary conſequents from ſome of his 
Tenents : And it is frequently found to be an effe&t of all unſound and unſafe do- 
Qrines,that ſtill the Scholar goes a ſtep farther than his. Teacher. So it hath pro- 
ved in former times, Luther, and :no- doubt many of thoſe who did; imbrace 


his Errors, in the firſt Edition of thern, yet - lived and died in the true _ 1 
- ri 
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Chriſt, bur rhe ſucceeding Generations ( inheriting thoſe erroneous Tenents , 
which-they had drawn from their Gogly Forefathers, but nor their godlineſs ) 
proved Hereticks and Schiſmaticks to this day. So it hath been inthe Churches 
of Rome, . and others, .and ſo we may juſtly fear in theſe Churches in New- 
England, howſaever that many that now adhere to theſe Familiſtical Opinions , 
are indeed truly godly, and {no doubt) ſhall perſevere fo to the end, yer the next 
generation, which ſhall be trained up under ſuch "DoQtrines, will be in gireat dan- 
ger to prove plain Familifts and Schiſmaticks, This diſcovery of a new rule of 
praftice by immediate Revelations, and the conſideration of ſuch dangerous con- 
ſequences, which have and might follow thereof, occaſioned the Courr trodifarm 


all ſuch of that Party, as had their hands to the Petition, and ſome others, who - 


had openly defended the fame, except they ſhould give fatisfa&tion to the Magi- 
ſtrates therein ; which ſome preſently did, others made a great queſtion abour 
it, for bringing in their arms, but they were too. weak to ſtand ir out, 

Thus it pleaſed the Lord to hear the-Prayers of his afflited People ( whoſe 
Souls had wept in ſecret for the reproach that was caſt upon the Churches of 
the Lord Jeſus in this Countrey,by occaſion of the Diviſions which were grown 


amongſt us, through the vanity of ſome weak minds, which cannot ſeriouſly af- 


feRt any thing long, except it be offered them under ſome renewed ſhape) and 
by the care and endeayour of the wiſe and faithful Miniſters of the Churches, 
affiſted by the Civil Authority to diſcover this Maſter-piece of the old-Serpent, 
and to break the brood by ſcattering the Leaders, under whoſe condu&t he had 
prepared ſuch Ambuſhment, as in all reaſon would ſoon have driven Chriſt: and 
Goſpel out of New-England ( though to the ruine of the inftruments them- 
ſelves, as well as por hy, and to the re-poſleſling of Satan in his ancient King- 
dom ; It 1s the Lord's Work, and it is marvellous in. our eyes. Mr, Wheel, is 


now gone to Paſcal, Miſtriſs Hxtchiſon is confined in a private Houſe, till the 


ſeaſon of the year ſhallibe fit for her departure, ſome of thoſe whom God hath 


left co be moſt ſtrongly deludeFare preparing to follow them, and we hope. the 
Lord will open the eyes of the reft, and perſwade them to j>yn again with 
their ſometime dear and moſt beloved brethren, that Peace and Truth may a- 
gain flouriſh in New- England, Amen, 

After the Court had thus proceeded, ſome of the Churches dealt with ſuch-of 
their Members as were found guilty of theſe erroneous and ſeditious pradtices , 
the Church at Roxbury (after much pains and patience to reduce them) Excom- 
municated five or fix; and the Church of Bofon, by the (ollicitation- of ſome 
of 'the Elders of the other Churches, proceeded againſt Miftriſs Hutchiſon, the 
manner and iſſue wh?reof is ſet-down in-the next.

| fore the delivery, but fo Monſtrous and Miſ-ſhapen, as the like hath ſcarce been 
heard of ; it had no Head, but a Face, which ſtood fo low upon the Breaſt, as 
the Ears ( which were like an Apes ) grew upon the Shoulders, 

The Eyes ſtood far out, ſo did the Mouth z the Nofe was hooking upward,the 
Breaft and Back was full of ſharp prickles, like a Thornback; the Navel and all 
the Belly with the diſtinQion of the Sex,were, where the lower part of the Back 
and Hips ſhould have been, and thoſe back- parts were on the {ide the Face ſtood. 

"The Arms and Hands, with the Thighs and Legs, were as other Childrens ; 
but inftead of Toes, it had upon each Foot Three Claws, with Talons like a 
young Fowl. | 

Upon the Back, above the Belly, it had two great Holes, like Mouths, and in 
each of them ſtuck out a piece of Fleſh, |

Having thus deſcribed thoſe who go under. a Covenant of Works,. he pro-- 
nounceth them to be Enemies to Chriſt,to be Antichriſts,to be fleſh oppoſed to ſpi- . 


rit z- ſuch as will certainly perſecute thoſe who hold forth the Truth, and the 
ways of Grace, he reſembleth them to the Philiſtines, who ſtop up with the 
earth of their own Inventions,. the Wells of true Believers 5 he reſembleth them 
alſo to Herod, who would have killed Chriſt ſo foon as he was born, and to Fe. 
0d and Pilate who did kill Chrift when he came once to ſhew forth himſelf,

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and would have kept him eternally in the Grave; he further defcribeth them out 
of the ſecond P/alm, to be the people of God, as the Fews were, and ſuch as 
would take away the true Chriſt, and put in falſe Chriſts, to deceive if it were 
poſſible the very Elect ; he alſo deſcribeth them by that in Cane. 10. 6. they 
make the Children of Grace, keepers of the Vineyard, they make them travel un- 
der the burden of the Covenant of.

Theſe paſſages of his Sermon being openly read Maſter Wheelwright did ac- 
knowledge and juſtifie the ſame, and being demanded (either then or before) whe- 
ther by thoſe under a Covenant of works he did mean any of the Miniſters and 
other Chriſtians in thoſe Churches, he an(wer'd, that it he were ſhewed any that 
walked in ſuch a way, as he had deſcribed to be a Covenant of Works, them he 
did mean. Here divers ſpeeches paſſed up and down, whereof there was no ſpe- 
Cial notice taken, as not material to the purpole in hand, 

The Court proceeded alſo to examine ſome witneſſes about another S:rmon of 
his, whereat much offence had alſo been taken, and not without cauſe, (as appear- 
ed to the Court) for in that he ſeemed to ſcare men, not onl from legal Righbte- 
ouſnefs, but even from Faith and Repentance, as if thit alſo were a way of the

He that ſets mens minds at dillernce, and begers ſtrife : And if we look into the 
Scripture, we ſhall ind examples of ſedition agreeing to theſe defcriptions. The Up- 
rore mov'd by Demetrius, AGS1 9. was edition, yet he neither took up arms, nor 
perſwaded others fo to do, but only induced the minds of the people, and made 
them fierce againſt the Apoſtles, by telling them they were enemics to Diana of the 
Ephe/ians. Korab and his company moved a moſt dangerous fedition, yet they did 
not ſtir up the people to fight, only they went apart, and drew others tothem a- 
gainſt Moſes and Aaron; here was nothing but words, and thar by a Levite, who 
might ſpeak by his place, but it coſt more than words before it was pacified. 
Now inour preſent-cafe, did not Mr. Wheel, make fides when he proclaimed all to - 
be under a Covenant of works, who did not follow him (itep by ftep) in his de- - 
ſcription of the Covenant of Grace ? Did he not make himfelf a party on the o= -- 
ther ſide, by often ufing theſe and the like words, e, Us ? Did he not labour to 
heat the minds of the people, and to make them fierce againſt thoſe of that fide, ]. 
which he oppoſed (and whereof he knew that moſt of the Magiſtrates and Mini- - 
fters had declared themſelves) when with the greateſt ferveney of ſpirit and voice; .

Tantene animis + 
czleftibus ire ? Would one think that any heavenly Spirit could have breathed fo 
much anger, when an Angel would have given milder language to the Devil him- 
ſelf ? And all this without vouchſafing one argument to convince theſe Enemies 
of their evil way, or one word of Admonitien or Advice to themfelyes, to draw 
them out of danger, But it is objexted, that he expreſſed his meaning to be of 
a ſpiritual fighting and killing, &c, with the Sword of the Spirit only, It is 
granted hedid fo, yet his Inſtances of Illuſtration, or rather Inforcement, were of 
another nature,as of Moſes killing the Egyptian in defence of his Brother 5 Sampſon 
loſing his life with the Phzliſliwes, the fight of Fonathan and his Armour: bearer, 
and of Davids Worthies, Barucand Fael, &c. thefe obtained their ViAories with: 
Swords and Hammers, &c, And ſuch are no ſpiritual Weapons, fo that if his 
Y -| intent were not to ſtir up to open Force and Arms (neither do we ſaſpe& him of 
any ſuch purpoſe, otherwiſe. than by conſequence) yet his. reading and expert- 
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"ence. might have told him, how dangerous it is to heat Peoples affections againſt } 
, * Their oppoſites, a mind inflamed with indignation (among ſome People ) would | 
| have been more apt to have drawn their Swords by the authority of che examples 
\ be held forth for the incouragement, than to have been kept to Spiritual Wea-

. began firſt by diſputations and Sermons, and when the minds of the people were 
| once ſet on fire by reproachful Terms of incendiary Spirits, they. ſoon fer to 
blows, and had always a tragical and bloody iflue ; And to clear this objeRion, 
| Mr. Wheel, profeſſed before-hand, what he looked for, viz. that his Doctrine
